Hat thefaid M* Deyzlf Holes during the late Warre in 
proſecution of the evill detignes expreſkd in the gene- 
ral] Heads or Articles formerly exhibited, contrary tothe 
trak repofed in him, contrary to his oath taken in J#ze 
I643.and contrary to the Ordinance of Parliament,Jaied 
In October” 1643. hath aſſifted rhe King inthe fate unnatu- 
rel] Warre,and held correſpondency and intelligence with 
the E:1emy againſt che Parliament in manner following, 
(25z,) He the ſaid MF Hlles being one of the ſpecia!l Com- 
miſſioners for the Parliament, to preſent Pcopofitions of 
| both Houſes co the King at Oxford, did privately and 
contrary to, his inftruftions , at ſeveral rimes make his 
| addreſſes unto the Kings party there then in Armes a= 
eainſt the Parliament, namely , unto the Earle-of Lynd- 
fey , the Earle of Sou:bampton, the Lord Savill 4 and' 0 
thers., and. did ſecretly plot and' adviſe them againit the 
Parliament ; and did intimate unto them, or:one of them, 
that the ſaid Propoſicions then ſent unto his Majeſty by 
-- the Parliament, were unreaſonable. And the ſaid M* Holes 
being demanded, what Anſwer he would adviſe the King 
to inake to the ſaid Propoſitions, he the (aid M*Hvles did 
adviſe, that the King ſbould deatand « Treaty: however, 
and then declare how unreaſonable the Propoſitions were; 
and that yet for the peace of the Kingdome, his Majefty 
would Treat upon them, but withall withed the ſaid Trea- 
ty. might be in London, whether the King himſelſe ſhonld 
come upon fecuricy. He the ſaid MF Holes adding, that 
there was nothing inthe world , that the violent party 
(meaning the well-affe&ed party to the Parliament a- 
gainſt the Enemy) did fo tauch feare, as his Majeftics com- 
ing.to London, which would be a certaine diſſolution of 
their auch >rivie. and power. And the faid MF Holles bad  F

And the ſaid Mr. Holles was 
deſired by the ſaid Earle of Lindfey , Earle of Southampton, 
and Lord Savill, or one of them, that he would be plea+ 
ſed to draw ſuch an Anſwer in writing to the ſaid Pro- 
poſitions, as he defired the King ſhould ſend, and the (aid 
Farle of Somihampton (who was that night to lye in the 
Kings Bedchamber) would perfwadethe King to condiſcend 
unto it, and thereupon the ſaid Mr. Holes withdrew and 
either the ſame day, or the next day following, the ſaid Mr. 
Holes accordingly carried in his hand, unto the ſaid Lords, 
or one of them, a Paper ready writen, which (as he ſaid) 
was ſuch an Anſwer to the faid Propofitions as he had 
drawne for the King to fend tothe Parliament, which was 
taken by the ſaid Lords, or one ofthem, and'carried to the 
King, to be conſidered of, and ſo much thereof as adviſed 
the Kings comming'to London was laid by (the King fearing 
to adventure hinsſelfe : )but'the reſt of the ſaid Paper the 
Lord D:gbby (who write the Kings Anſwer to the faid Pre-

All which tended to the pro- 
rratting of the faid late Warr, and to the hindrance of an 
happy Peace, andthe ſaid Mr, Holles did allo after that re- 
ceive from the Earle of Linſey a I etter written in white jyke, 
concerning ſome ſecretdefigne, and keept it from the know- 
ledge of the Houſe, from February till abcut 1z!y aſter, when 
it was diſcovered by him that brought it: but the L:tter it 
{clf was by the M** Holes {aid ( after he had readit.) burnt. 
And the ſaid Earleof Linſey moved the King for a paſſe for 
the ſaid Mr. Holes ro goe to Oxford: but th« King 1efuled to 
grant it, ſaying, that Holles did him better tervicein the Par= 
lament, then he could doe him at Oxford.
